If cer- 
tain individuals in a short lifetime be- 
come possessed of so much property 
that they can make abnormal] gifts to 
charity; if one man can give away, fé@r 
instance, the vast sum of $32,000,000 in 
one gift without feeling it any more than 
you would miss $5, we make a fatal 
mistake if we ascribe such a condition 
te prosperity. 
Dishonest Use of Railroads. 

“If we find the railroads being used to 
allow a few to agquire such fortunes at 
the expense of their fellowmen by hav- 
ing their freights carried at a rate low- 
er than others have to pay so that they 
are able to create monopolies in them- 
selves, our condition is not one of pros- 
perity, but it is dangerous to the perpe- 
tuity of our free government. 

“From the beginning of the world the 
public highways always shad been built 
by the government. In the same way 
the government could have built our 
fron highways—the railroads. And even 
though privately built, the railroads of 
the country are still public highways. 
This is the decision of all the courts in 
the land. The corporations, nor the in- 
dividuals who control them, cannot do 
With them as they will. They are mere 
trustees or agencies of the government 
to run. them as public highways for the 
benefit of all and wifhout any favoritism 
or discrimination to any one. Pvery free 
pass issued, every favor in freight rates 
Sranted is in definace of the law. Some 
people are under the delusion that re- 
cent statutes made these things unlaw- 
ful. Not at all; they were wnlawful from 
the beginning. We only needed statues 
to make it a vriminal offense to grant 
them and to jail those who should grant 
them. That these public highways 
Should be used to enable a few men to 
destroy their business rivals is the basest 
¢erime of our day and generation. 

How Rockefeller Got His Money. 

“If I give an illustration it is not for 
holding any one up for reproach above 
others. In 1870 I went through the oil 
regions of Pénnsylvania and saw a wil- 
derness of derricks spread out over the 
co~ntry over engines pumping oil from 
wells. Hundreds of people owned such 
wells ang were producing oil. Five years 
later all these welt had passed into the 
control of one man or set of men. All 
the other producers had failed and join- 
ed those unfortunates who fall by the 
wayside in the. struggle for existence, 
Ana why and how? Because this one 
man and his few companions went to the 
few powerful individuals who controlled 
the railroads and consvired with them 
ang got them to carry their oll to market 
for, say, $1 a barrel, while every one else 
was charged $2 and more a barrel. Of 
course this favoritism in freight rates 
enabled them to undersell by that much 
and destroy all their rivals. Just think 
of a debate being gotten up even by min- 
isters of the gospel whether money thus 
acquired is tainted. 

“This same thing has been done in all 
And let no one 
be under the delusion that it Is to cease. 
You can’t stop an evil by merely passing 
a law against it. Every week, even now, 
reveals a new case of this railroad fa- 
voritism and discrimination. 

Let the Gowernment Name Freight 
; Agents. 

“Some have come to the conclusion 
that the government should take the rail- 
roads and run them in ofder to end the 
abuse. For my part I would not see the 
government do it. Private enterpise is 


too valuable to be eliminated from rail- 


road building and management if it can 
be avoided. My own view ts that it ts 
for the government to 
appoint the general freight agent of 
every \ railroad, for he could stop al] rate 
favoritism at once. It would not be for 
his Office to fix the schedule of rates, 
but only to see that every one paid the 
Schedule rate, no more and no less. The

Edward Boeck, a diamond broker, to 
five an accounting of the gems of 
great value entrusted to him on his 
memoranda and which he secured to 
dispose of to alleged wealthy clients. 
The exact value of jewelry so secured 
by brokers is not definitely known be- 
cause of the unwillingness of some of 
the firms to discuss the transaction 
at this time, but estimates in the jew- 
elry district place their value at from 
$100,000 to $250,000. 

Boeck’s room is at No. 1!70 Broad- 
way, but he has not been seen there 
for over a week. He lives in splendid 
style at an uptown club but inquiries 
showed that he had absented himself 
from his room for some time. The 
firms who entrusted him with valua- 
bles have called the attention of the 
grand jury to the matter and that body 
is investigeting the case. Beeck Is 
said to be the son of a Foalish noble- 
man who was banished from his coun- 
try because he refused to recognize 
Russian rule. 

When a young man Boeck went to 
the Far East and lived for years in 
Shanghai. He returned to this coun- 
try at the opening of the St. Louis 
exposition in the suite, it is said, gf 
Prince Pu Lun, confidential secretary 
of the emperor of China and represen- 
tative of the imperial Chimese govern- 
ment in charge of the impertal exhib- 
its At the exposition.

9.000 SOLDIERS 
IN SHAM BATTLE 


Military Display Will Be 
Greatest in History of 
City. 


Amid the flash and roar of artillery, 
the crack of rifles and the thundering 
charge of cavalry, the most spectacular 
military display in the history of At- 
lanta, will be witnessed at Piedmont 
pank tomorrow afternoon at 5 o'clock. 
The arrangements for the sham battle 
have been perfected with the exception 
of a few details in regard to the dispo- 
sition of the opposing forces, which will 
be announced today by Captain Wilson, 
who has charge of that feature of the 
program.

CONFERENCE ON ARBITRATION. 


How to Spread Peace Propaganda in 
Schools Considered. 

Lake Mohonk, N. Y., May 23.—To- 
day’s session of the Lake Mohonk con- 
ference, in international arbitration, 
was devoted exclusively to considera- 
tion of methods of spreading the pro- 
paganda of peace by teaching pupils 
of the public schools and students of 
the colleges. 

Addresses on this subject were de- 
livered by Elmer E. Brown, United 
States commissioner of education; An- 
drew 8S. Draper, commissioner of edu- 
cation of New York state; President 
Charles Thwing, of the Western Re- 
serve university; President Rush Rhees,

sell, of Earlham college, Richmond. 

Commissioner Brown recommended 
that the date of the opening of the 
first Hague peace conference, May '[8, 
be annually commemorated in the pub- 
lic schools. Commissioner Draper, 
however, announced that it Is not the 
business of the school to promote spe- 
cial causes and that if the people of the 
state ——at anything done in the schools 


they will be likely to so declare in a 
law. 

President Thwing said that the col- 
leges promote arbitration by training 
men in self-restraint. President Rhees 
said the colleges should train their stu- 
dents to analyze issues and to decide 
them in a spirit of justice. Professor 
Beale, Professor Willoughby and Pro- 
fessor Russell also emphasized the im- 
portance of teaching college students 
the advantage of universal peace.

Administration Successful. 


Columbus, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
flourishing condition of the grand lodge 
of Georgia Odd Fellows is well illus- 
trated by the reports submitted by the 
officers during the present meeting of 
that body. 

The administration of the retiring 
grand master, B. B. McCowen, of Au- 
gusta, has been signally successful, it 
appearing that during the year 43 new 
lodges have been instituted with a total 
membership of over 1,000. In his report 
he takes a retrospective view of the 
growth of this order in the state in re- 
cent years, showing that during the past 
twelve years it membership in Georgia 
has increased from 4,525 to over 29,000, 
and the number of lodges has increased 
from 125 to 375. There are now only 
32 counties in the state without an Odd 
Fellow’s lodge. At the beginning of 
Grand Master McCowen’s administration 
the number of counties in this’ class 
was 38. Mr. McCowen says gratefully 
that ‘“‘there is universal hagmony within 
our ranks, and no leader ever had more 
loyal support in every direction than has 
been mine.’’ 

The retiring grand master made sev- 
eral important recommendations in his 
report, one of them being that the club 
plan of receiving new members at one- 
half the regular initiation fee when in 
groups of ten, be abolished. This plan 
was ‘‘adopted as a temporary aid to our 
then small number,’’ he says, and con- 
cludes with the pointed statement: ‘‘Odd 
Fellowship is now a valuable asset, 
which we are selling too cheas.” 


The retiring grand master opposed aa 


establishment of an orphans’ home, as 
he believed the present method of dis- 
pensing relief is as effective, and {is more 
economical. He thinks that under the 
present system the same relief can be 
dispensed at a cost of one-tuird less than 
the expense of maintaining a home. 

In Splendid Financial Condition. 
The annual report of Dr. T. A. Cheat- 
ham, grand treasurer, showed that the 
total receipts during the year were $30,- 
923.95, and the total disbursements $16,- 
784.15, leaving a cash Dalance of $14,- 
189.80. The grand lodge has total as- 
sets of $24,139.80, for in addition to its 
cash balance it owns $10,000 of bonds of 
the state of Georgia, city of Atlanta 
and city of Savannah.

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United States treasurer, today addressed 
the Missouri Bankers’ Association, meet- 
ing here in annual convention, on “Some 
Commentg on the Aldrich Law.” Mr. 
Treat said the law was of much benefit; 
but that banking reforms still remein to 
ibe made. He believed our national. bank 
System meets the needs of the country as 
&@ wodle better than any other system 1n 
existence, and he favored modification 
of it rather than an attempt to introduce 
any revolutionary gcheme, such ag credit 
Currency. Mr. Treat said in part: 
“Since 1900 thig country has enjoyed 
& prosperity far surpassing that of any 
other similar experience, which marshal- 
ed into figures is so astonishing in vol- 


the part of many who are not wel] in- 
formed regarding our enormous wealth- 
growing power. On the passage of the 
act of 1900 it was believed by many far- 
seeing statesmen and financiers that no 
important constitution changes would be 
required for one of more decades, but 
five years only have elapsed when the 
benefits from the amendments to the cur- 
rency laws were found to be inadequate 
to the nation’s needs. It was plainly 
manifest that while facilities for increas- 
ing the volume of currency were ample, 
yet there was a radical defect in that 
it could not be made elastic to such an 
extent as to meet business requirements.”’ 


The Aldrich Law. 


(Mr. Treat said that the Aldrich law 
was of much benefit, but that important 
Danking reforms still remain to be made. 
He believed that the national bank should 
be allowed to issue 50 per cent of their 
circulating notes, based on other securi- 
ties of the United States, and deposit 
with the secretary of the treasury, such 
notes to be retired in four, gix and eight 
months from September. This plan would, 
he said, provide the expansion of circu- 
lation that is needed every fall to move 
the crops. 

“These amendments to the nationa: 
banking laws,’’ said Mr. Treat, “‘are sug- 
gested to me by the forecast of the 
greatest secretary of the treasury since 
Alexander Hamilton, the late Secretary 
Chase, who foresaw the situation that 
confronts us today, that for the exten- 
sion and perpetuation of the naiional 
banking system there should be securi- 
ties other than government fonds ac- 
ceptable to the treasury for the issue of 
bank circulation, and who made the sug- 
gestion in a message to congress that 
‘such currency could be issued ag a loan 
to bankers, on deposit of coin or pledge 
of security, or in some other way. But 
these considerations may be deferred to 
another generation.’ The maturity of 
this prophecy confronts us.’’ 

Referring to Secretary Cortelyou’s ac- 
tion in depositing government money in 
the bankg last March when the financial 
situation reached an acute stage, Mr. 


Treat said: 

“This statesmanlike comprehension, this 
broad understanding of the fundamental 
as well as the practica] operations of na- 
tional and international finance, at once 
secured for him the confidence of bankers 
throughout the world—a tribute that has 
probably not been bestowed upon any 
other secretary of the treasury.” 


High Praise for Cortelyou. 


Mr. Treat said that no secretary of the 
treasury had been quicker to avail him- 
self of all the benefits of new legisla- 
tion and put them promptly into action 


than Cortelyou. 

Mr. Treat continued: 

“There is much discussion regarding 
the national banking system on the part 
of the pessimistic writerg who extol to 
an extravagant degree the panking sys- 
tems of foreign countries. I would beg 
to remind them that there is no banking 
system in any foreign country that is 
not subjected to home criticism in that 
it does not altogether meet their business 
requirements. Ig such an attempt oe 
made to engraft it upon our. system: 
As a matter of fact, I know of no 8ys- 
tem that in all respects the interests of 
the whole country as well as the banking 
community, more generally meets the re- 
quirements than our own national banks. 
I think it would be far more creditable 
and beneficial to the country if more 
thought were given to the manner in 
which the Sanking system could be better 
perfected rather than to attempt any 
revolutionary scheme, such as “credit cur- 
rency.’ I believe our present system con- 
tains elements that can be developed to 
meet every reasonable exigency in our 
Dusiness life.’’

It was when Johnston's army went into 
winter quarters at Dalton that the wear- 
ens of the gray took charge of the foun- 
dry and utilized it to great advantage 
in repairing and manufacturing equip- 
ment. Parts of the. historic old building 
still remain, but the changes made by 
the company who have been manufactur- 
ing flour there since 1882 have made it 
almost unrecognizable ag the old gun 
foundry. 

The old building was erected years be- 
fore the war and shortly after the war 
the site was purchased and converted 
into a flour mill. Barrett, 
Lynn bought the property in 1882 and 
continued the business in the same build- 
ing. <A portion of it still stands after 
all the wear and tear of years, and is 
used ag a grain elevator. Two stories 
were added to the foundry as it was 
originally, but the foundations laid so 
long ago are still intact.

interfere by means of gq temporary in- 
junction with the delivery of cotton. by 
merchants and producers who were 
shipping cotton to this market to da- 
liver on contracts which they had en- 
tered into much before. -

Escape of Policeman Who Confessed 
to Large Thefts of Shoes Has 
Caused Biggest Kind of 
Row in Augusta Po. 
lice Circles. 


‘Augusta, Ga., May 23.—{Special.)—The 
escape of J. W.-Garnett, the policeman 
who confessed to large thefts of shoes 
from the house of Rice & O'Connor, 
has caused the biggest row that has 
agitated officialdom in years, So strong 
was the criticism made against the po- 
lice. department for allowing the man 
to get away and for apparent efforts to 
shield him that the board of commis- 
sioners has met and placed the entire 
blame upon Chief of Police M. J. Norris, 
who is at present out of the city in at- 
tendance upon his father’s funeral. A 
reward of $200 has been offered for 
Garnett’s arrest and the city council 
has been called to meet to consider the 
situation. It is expected that the meef- 
ing will he a lively one, 

The police commission, which consists 
of one member from each of the five 
city wards, is accused now of trying to 
make Norris a scapegoat and it is as- 
serted that the chagnan, A. L. Frank- 
lin, was also favorable to Garnett and 
that when the chief allowed the man to 
escape he was but acting in accordance 
with the spirit manifested by his su- 
periors. 

It is asserted that not long ago an 
under officer said to the chief that he 
had a suspicion that the numerous rob- 
beries in stores were being committed 
by policemen themselves. The chief re- 
plied, “I would not be surprised.’’ He 
never investigated, though, and now is 
accused of aiding’ in the escape of a 
confessed thief who had disgraced the 
department, Some of the members of 
the force are loudest in their demands 
for an investigation. The whole depart- 
ment has lost prestige.

“Whereas, a movement is on foot to 
push actively in the next session of the 
general assembly of Georgia a bill re- 
quiring parents to send their children to 
school for a minimum period of time;

“Whereas, such compulsory school at- 


all but eleven states of the union and is 
being actively agitated in the states ad- 
jacent to Georgia; and 


vestigation that the illiterates of the 
United States furnish two or three times 
as many criminals as those who can read 
and write. and that they are a heavy 
drag on the state in respect to the pro- 
duction and creation of wealth; and 

“Whereas, the indifference of many 
parents in Georgia is so great that of the 
children of Georgia from ten to four- 
teen years old, one out of every five is 
totally illiterate, such illiteracy being 
thirty-four times as great as that of the 
children of Massachusetts and sixty-seven 
times as great as that of the children of 
Nebraska; and 

‘“‘Whereas, each year an army of four- 
teen thousand people is passing beyond 
the school age in Georgia to be added to 
the burden of our illiterate population— 
an army that cannot be reached by any 
future compulsory education law-—there- 
fore be it 

‘Resolved, |. That the Georgia Con- 
gress of Mothers heartily indorses the 
movement to secure the immediate en- 
actment of a law for compulsory school 
attendance in Georgia. 

“2. That it pledges to those who in- 
troduce such a bill its most active co- 
operation and support. 

“3..That it hereby urges all parents 
throughout the state to cooperate in this 
movement ag absolutely necessary in 
vigw of present conditions and equally 
essential in order that the children of 
Georgia may be guaranteed the education 
that is one of their mcst fundamental 
rights.”’

COMPETITION, OR JUST A BLUFF? 

Railroad developments of the. next few days-will tell the story 
of whether or not there is to be any real competition in Georgia. The 
lime is ripe for a determination of this question and it cannot be 
much longer delayed. oe ' 

The Seaboard Air Line Railway has arranged to begin at once 
the operation af its new line between Macon and Savannah. Its 
acquitement from the Atlantic Coast Line of the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah, from Macon to Vidalia, in connection with its own line, 
crossing the state east and west, with Sayannah as its principal ter- 
minus, gives the Seaboard a line between these two important Geor- 
gia cities eighteen miles shorter than the present route of the Central 
of Georgia. By this route the Seaboard proposes to inaugurate at 
once a daily passenger service with a five-and-a-half hour schedule 
in each direction. Of course active freight competition is, likewise, to 
be expected. 

In this connection, there comes prominently to mind the recent 
announcement of President Finley that the Southern Railway had 
proposed to give the Seaboard trackage or traffic rights over its line 
hetween Macon and Atlanta, which would enable the Seaboard to 
connect up its properties.and secure a more direct through line from 
Atlanta to Savannah, forty-six miles shorter than the present most- 
used route. In addition, the Seaboard would gain a through route 
direct from the coast, through Atlanta into Birmingham, which, 
through its alliance with the Frisco, becomes its gateway to the west. 

The Central of Georgia’s main line between Atlanta and Savannah 
's 295 miles long. The Seaboard’s mileage from Macon to Savannah 
is 171, which, with the Southern’s 88, makes 259 miles—46 miles less 
than the route of the Central. With a five-and-a-half hour schedule 
between Macon and Savannah, ané a miximum three-hour schedule 
vetween Macon and Atlanta, it will be possible for the Seaboard to 
furnish a service between Atlanta and Savannah at least two hours 
shorter than that at present enjoyed. 

The consummation of these plans with the manifest advantages 
which they offer, has been impossible heretofore because of the ab- 
sence of all competition. between the Central and the Southern, due 
to the ownership of the stock, and the control by the latter of the 
former, which has kept effectively barred to all unallied interests the 
gateway between Macon and Atlanta. ; 

Seeing the people were determined to restore at least some de- 
yree of competition between their great traffic highways, and con- 
fronted by promised legislation aimed at the disruption of that un- 
constitutional and unholy alliance between it and the Central of 
Georgia, the Southern Railway announced that it was ready to open 
up its Macon line to an ostensible competitor—the Seaboard. 

But does the Southern really propose in good faith to take that 
step? Has a contract been offered which the Seaboard, as an active 
and an actual competitor, can accept? Or does the proposal contain 
impossible terms hidden back of a bold bluff? Is it possible that the 
Seabuard has been made, or sought to be made, a member of that 
unholy competition-defeating alliance? 

These are the questions which are now agitating the public mind, 
and the time has arrived when outspoken and straightforward an- 
swers must be given. 

Let that proposal relating to the use of the Southern’s Macon- 
Atlanta line by the Seaboard be given to the public who, as the party 
most at interest, is clearly and promptly entitled to it. This will be 
the only satisfactory and explicit answer to these very pertinent and 
important queries.

Automobiles on Country Roads, 

Editor Constitution: Should the rune 
ning of automobiles be allowed upon the 
country roads of our state? 

I take the position that our country 
roads were designed and are now maine 
tained with one end in view, namely, 
the accommodation of vehicles drawn 
by teams. They are-hilly, narrow and 
crooked, with oftentimes a fence, @ 
ditch, an embankment or thicket on 
both sides and are not suitable to ac- 
commodate with safety both vehicles 
drawn by teams and vehicles propelle 
by steam, gasoline or electricity. 1 

That vehicles drawn by teams are an 
absolute necessity will be disputed by 
no one. That automobiles on the coun- 
try roads are a necessity, I belfeve no 
One will claim, for they are used almost 
exclusively for pleasure. That they are 
a public nulsance and a source of great 
danger to people using vehicles drawn 
by teams I think I can easily prove. 

In cities where automobiles are nu- 
raerous most of the horses get accus- 
tomed to them because of the fact that 
they see and meet them perhaps several 
times daily and day after day. Many of 
the same horses in rural districts where 
automobiles are seen only occasionally 
would never become‘accustomed to them. 
Furthermore, there are so many differ- 
ent nolses and other things in the city 
to attract the horse’s attention that he 
will naturally notice any one thing there 
I@ss than he would notice the same thing 
in the country. 

‘Does any one deny that the running 
of these machines on country roads is 
attended with great danger? 

‘Over in Richmond county, tn this 
State, two ladies were out driving. 
They met an automobile, at which the 
horse became frightened. Both were 
GaShed from the buggy. and one of them, 
@ young woman, received a compound 
fracture of the femur, or thigh bone, 
which necessitated an amputation of the 
limb. In my own county (Muscogee) a 
little infant, possibly the only child of 
his fond parents, had withstood a siege 
of serious illness and was convalescend. 
The attending physician advised the 
mother to take the baby out driving in 
order that’ he might the better receive 
fresh alr and sunshine so essential after 
long confinement within doors. The 
horse took fright at an automobile, the 
infant was thrown from the buggy and 
his brains ‘iterally scattered over the 
public highway. So far as my informa- 
tion goes, the automobile {n neither of 
these instances was being driven at a 
reckless rate of - speed, nor was it 
charged that either of the persons 
operating these machines had failed to 
exercise all the care and prudence that 
might morally or legally have been ex- 
pected under such circumstances. 

Now, if these deplorable accidents oce- 
curred as related, what might not oc- 
cur when an automobilist comes on thie 
country roads driving his machine with 
that recklessness and indifference to the 
rights and liberties of all other people 
that appears to originate from the 
bigoted and foolish idea that the coun- 
try roads were bullt and are being kept 
up for the exclusive use of persons who 
have these machines? 

Automobiles are being operated fn this 
manner upon the country roads of my 
county. Some of these people complete- 
ly ignore the rights and safety of per- 
sons with teams, and absolutely refuse 
to stop or even slow down when re- 
quested to do so. It is even held by 
some@ so-called expert automobile drivers 
that the best way to get by a frighten- 
ed horse is to put on all the speed pos- 
sible and go by in a hurry. The women 
of my community are afraid to ride out 
on the public highways in a buggy. This 
is especially true on Sunday, when 
many of them would like to attend 
church or make a social call, for Sunday 
is the most popular day for automobiles. 
Those who venture out at all do so with 
“many misgivings and apprehensions. The 
dangers which attend the running of 
these machines on the country roads in 
the daytime are greatly increased when 
they run at night. 

I do, not think it possible that condi- 
‘ions in my community can be very dif- 
ferent from those existing {n other com- 
munities of the state, and especially 
such as may be near one of the larger 
towns. , 

Automobiling is an expensive luxury 
that cam never be indulged in except 
by a very small minority of our citizens; 
then what moral right have so few, for 
the sake of pleasure only, to curtail the 
liberty, endanger the property and even 
the lives of the great majority, by 
operating these machines upon the coun- 
try roads? 

Some will .say enact a measure to 
regulate the running of these machines, 
but I do not believe that they can be 
used on the country roads at all with- 
out great inconvenience and danger to 
people using vehicles drawn by teams, 
and, no matter how stringent such a 
measure might be, some. careless ang 
reckless iniividuals would, at times, 
operate their machines in defiance of tie 
law.

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COURSE OF STUDY 
~ FORNEW SCHOOLS 


Important Work Is Done in 
Framing the Curriculum, 


AGRICULTURE COMES FIRST 


In Course of Study of New District 
Schools Practical Work Will Pre- 
dominate —Farmers’ Union 
Request More Than Met 
by the Committee. 


Discussion of thecurriculum and other 
matters pertaining to the interests and 
welfare of the new district agricultural 
schools of Georgia, occupied during the 
entire day a conference of the princi- 
pals and presidents of boards of trustees 
of these schools with the curriculum 
committee appointed by the university 
trustees, which was held in the senate 
chamber yesterday. 

Attending this conference by special in- 
vitation were Governor-elect Hoke 
Smith, State School Commissioner W. B. 


Merritt and Commissioner of Agriculture | 


T. G. Hudson. 

A draft of the proposed curriculum to 
be submitted to the uNMiversity trustees 
by the committee had been prepared, and 
was submitted to those composing the 
conference for discussion and recommen- 
dations. The actual curriculum will be 
adopted by the board of trustees of each 
school, but for the sake of uniformity 
the university trustees will recommend 
to the schools a carefully prepared cur- 
riculum, which, it is believed, will sub- 
serve the interests of each. 

Material Changes Made. 


Material changes have been made in 
the curriculum as it now proposed, as 
compared with the original draft pre- 
pared by Joseph Stewart, state agent of 
the university. In general terms, this 
curriculum has been considérably = re- 
duced, untfl now the first year in the 
agricultural schoo] is about the equival- 
ent of the seventh grade in the gram- 
mar schools. More practical agricultural 
work has been introduced, the literary 
and scientific studies being retained, but 
being more subordinated to the main 
idea of agricultural education. The pres- 
ent plan contemplates a four-years’ term 
in the agricultural schools, with a pros- 
pect of reducing it in the future, as Oc 
casion may warrant, to three years. 

Only one jmportant change was made 
in the course of study as suggested by 
the curriculum committee, and that was 
the substitution of agricultural or farm 
bookkeeping for algebra in the segond 
year’s course. 

There was considerable discussion as 
to the amount of practical farm work, 
some of those present holding to the 
belief that this should be increased, and 
it may be that this view will obtain 
before final action is taken. 

Approved by Mr. Smith. 

Governor-elect Hoke Smith, who had 
been requested to make any suggestions 
which he might desire, spoke briefly 
just before the meeting adjourned. He 
recommended the proposed curriculum 
very highly. 

He said the only possible criticism 
that he could make of it was the intro- 
duction of too much alegra, and not 
quite enough agricultural or farm book- 
keeping, which he thought should be 
begun early and continued throughout 
the course. 

The study of farm bookkeeping, along 
with thorough work in arithmeuc, he 
gaid, he considered of far more value 
than a’ smattering of algebra, and he 
commended the important change in the 
curriculum which had been made in that 
direction. 

“Anything which I can possibly do as 
governor of Georgia in behalf of these 
agricultural schools during the next two 
years, I will gladly do, and to that end 
you may command me,” he said. 

He warned those at the .wead of the 
echools against becoming discouraged 
over the cost of practical education, 
which“s naturally more expensive than 
books alone. Mr. Smith was warmly 
congratulated upon his remarks and the 
attitude he took. : 

In Accord With Farmers’ Union. 

The curriculum committee had more 
than met the desires of the Farmers’ 
Union, as voiced by w®resident R. F. 
Duckworth, in that it proviaes that the 
literary course shall be optional with 
all students over !6 years 0. age. Presi- 
dent Duckworth had put the age limit 
at !8 years. 

The conference also agreed, at his re- 
quest, that it would urge the teaching 
of agriculture in the common schools in 
accordance with the present law which, 
{t is claimed, is too little observed.

TO BE IMPORTANT 


Comprehensive and Far-Reath- 
ing Measure Being Prepared 


WILL INCREASE POWERS 


Railroad Commission to Be Made a 
Purely Legislative Body, Whose 
Rulings Shall Carry Penalties 
Just as Legislative Acts, 
Commissioner-Elect 
McLendon Here. 


— 


Hon. S. G. McLendon, of Thomasville, 
railroad commissioner-elect, is in At- 
lanta at the Majestic hotel. Mr. Mc- 
Lendon and Governor-elect Hoke Smith 
were in conference at the hotel yes- 
terday, but inquiries were met with 
the reply that there was nothing of 
public interest to be given out. 

Anything pertaining to the railroad 
commission these days is of peculiar 
interest because of the fact that per- 
haps the most important legislation 
contemplated at the approaching ses- 
sion of the legislature, will relate to 
that body and its powers and author- 
ity. While the preparation has not 
reached a stage at which it can be 
generally discussed, it is known that 
severgl prominent members of the com- 
ing legislature and Governor-elect 
Smith himself, are at work upon new 
plans relating to the railroad commis- 
sion and its future duties and pow- 
ers. e 

In general, it may be authoritatively 
stated that certain features of the 
Wisconsin law and of the Hughes law 
in New York, which is the public util- 
ity bill just about to be enacted, are 
being favorably considered, and that 
the proposed Georgia law will be mod- 
eled very much along these lines. 

Only Legislative Functions. 


It is proposed that the railroad com- 
mission shall have only legislative 
functions, and none that are executive 
or judicial. The plan is to give the 
commission wide powers in the legis- 
lative fleld—to make it practically a 
committee.of the legislature sitting in 
vacation with power to act. It is to be 
given wider scope in the matter of 
legislation such as that relating to 
switching, sidetracks and _ possibly 
schedules, powers .which the commis- 
sion has asked from time to time in 
its annual reports, and probably many 
others in addition to these. 

Provision is then to be made for the 
enforcement of the legislation enacted 
by the railroad commission, just as 
similar provision is made for the en- 
forcement of acts of the legislature it- 
self. It is not unlikely that the pro- 
posed penalty, in many instances at 
least, will take the form of criminal 
process, entailing indictment with fine 
or imprisonment in the event of con- 
viction, or both in the discretion of 
the court. ‘ 

The bill hgs not yet been prepared, 
but enough its known to make it cer- 
tain that it will be very farreaching, 
and probably the most interesting and 
important plece of legislation to be 
considered at the coming session. It 
is intended to make the railroad com- 
mission a bulwark of the people as it 
were, and as a legislative body it will 
stand as such. 

Whether it will be given power of 
control over other classes of. public 
utility corporations than railroads, tel- 
egraph and express companfes, is not 
known, but there has been a sugges- 
tion to that end, and it may be some 
step will be included in the measure 
looking to extending the commission’s 
authority over electric lighting, gas, 
street railroad, and other companies of 
a public and semi-public nature.

Harmon Articles Adopted by 
Southern Assembly, 


VOTE EXCEEDINGLY CLOSE 


Ninety-Six Favored Closer Relations 
With the Northern Church, and 
Ninety-Four Opposed — Offi- 
cial Count Was Neces. 
sary to Decide. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 23.—By a vote 
of 94 to 96 the general assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian church today voteg 
in favor of adopting the Charlotte articles 
of agreement. This result was reached 
only after one of the most heated discus- 
sions in the history of the church, and a 
historical scene was enacted as the as- 
sembly placed the church on record as 
favoring closer unity with other churches 
holding the Presbyterian form of worship. 

‘ Done by Youngér Men. 

It is the younger men of the church 


who have achieved this result, the olde- 
commissioners being for the most part 
in opposition. The vote on the adoption 
of the articles was taker shortly after 
noon, and the closeness of the final coun: 
shows how badly divided the assembly 
was on the question. When frat an- 
nounced the result was 98 for and 95 
against.

By the adoption of the Charvotte artl- 
cles of the ‘Southern Presbyterian 
church agrees to enter a general counct! 
of reformed churches. The council] will 
be made up of representatives. of all tha 
churches holding the Presbyterian Sys- 
tem, and can make recommendations to 
the general assemblies by which it was 
created, buf will have no legislative 
power. 

Council Will Work Out Plan. 

Tt is the intention, however to let the 
council work out a general plan for home 
and foreign missionary work so that the 
ehurhces will work in harmony, and not 
in conflict,as has been the case tn the 
past. 

The Southern Presbyterians will 
name twelve representatives to the 
council of reformed churches. These rep- 
resentatives will be of three classes of 
four memberg each, to consist of two 
ministers and tno elders. The classes wil] 
serve one, two and three years, respec- 
tively, after which wacancies will be filled 
for a full term of three years. A com- 
mittee of five will be named by the mod- 
erator to nominate the representatives. 
The session has been one of the most 
important of any for five years. The 
agreements as drawn up at Charlotte, 
N. C., last year have been submitted to 
each of the presbyteries, the result show- 
ing a wide difference of feeling. Their 
adoption today was made without amend- 
ment or substitution in any form. Prior 
to the passage of the majority report, 
the minority report calling for certain 
changes in tke articles of agreement was 
rejected by a vote of 99 to 92. 

The.seventh day's session of the as- 
sembly wag opened with devotional ex- 
ercises, led by Dr. W. H. Woods, of Bal- 
timore. 

“Uncle Alex,’’ the old negro sexton of 
the First Presbyterian church, where the 
assembly is in session, was presented by 
Moderator Howerton with a Bible, which 
he declared would be under his head 
when he dies. . 

Next Assembly at Greensboro. 

Cities placed in nomination for the next 
general assembly were Texarkana, Ark, 
Louisville, Greensborono, N. C., and 
Houston, Texas. 

Greensboro, N. C., was finally chosen 
over Louisville by a vote of 90 to 82. 

Tonight’s session was devoted almost 
entirely to consideration of foreign mis- 
sion work, and the assembly formally 
recommends that the churehes raisg 2 
million dollars for this work during the 
coming year. Among the foreign murs- 
sionaries who spoke tonight were Jj. %. 
Fitts, colored, Congo Free State: S. P. 
Fulton, Japan; Hugh White, China, and 
W. H. Forsythe, Korea. 

A committee was named to nominate 
the twelve men who shall first represent 
the Southern Pr@é@sbyterian church in the 
proposed council to be created in accord- 
ance with the Charlotte articles of agree- 
ment. This committee consists of J. M. 
Grier, Chalmers Fraser, F. W. Lewis, W. 
EK. Heddleston and J. L. Dean. 

It is thought likely that the assembly 
will’ adjourn tomorrow night.

CHURCHLY BAN 
PUT ON DIVORCE 


Strong Ground Is Taten by 
Northern Presbyterians 


COREY IS GIVEN A KNOCK 


Presbyterian Preachers Are Ordered 
Not to Solemnize Marriages That 
Are Not in Accord With 
the Teac.ings of 
the Bible. 


Columbus, Ohio, May 23.—The Presby- 
terian general assembly today received 
and adopted the report of the special 
+committee on marriage and divorce and 
made resolutions rejoicing in the favor- 
able results already obtained aft ex- 
pressing the hope of more radical re- 
form, reaffirming deliverances of former 
assemblies regarding marriage and di- 
vorce and enjoining presbyteries ‘‘to en- 
force the standards of the church, to 
}hold to a strict account all ministers 
under their care, and to urge all min- 
isters to regard the conrity that should 
refrain from the sanction of our church 
to members of another church, whose 
marriage is in violation of the laws of 
the church whose communion they have 
chosen.”’ 
Knock for Corey. 

Rev. Dr. Charles A. Dickey, of Phila- 
debphia, chairman of the committee who 
presented*sthe report referring to the 
recent marriage of President Corey, of 
the United States \Q@eel Corporation, 
Said: 

“What we had about Mr. Corey cleared 
the way. The .condemnation of public 
opinion was right enough in itself to 
make us rejoice; and surely if the edi- 
torials of our newspapers and if the 
approval of public opinion is rising to a 
high standard, it is time for us that we 
take the lead in this as fn everything 
and give an example of the church 
cleansing itself from lax divorce and 
sinful marriages.’’ 

The report of the board of church 
ererctinan and adapted. 

Although {t was rumored that an at- 
tempt would be made to bring about a 
reconsideration of the action of the as- 
Sembly on the temperance question, 
especially with reference to the resolu- 
tion commending the “American Anti- 
Saloon League as a “safe, sane and ef- 
fective” organization, no Step was taken 
In this direction.

“The church cannot hope to influence 
| those who make and execute civil laws, 
| to give protection to the family, to make 
the sundering of marriage ties and forme 
ing of new alliances more difficult, une 
lesg by a strict adherence to its own 
teachings, the church holds those who 
minister by its authority responsible for 
the violation of its teachings, 

The church has it in its power to put 
such opprobrium upon divorces of re- 
marriages that have not the sanction of 
God's word that those who dread its 
condemnation and desire its recognition 
will hesitate to ostracize themseives, 

But if the church “permits its sea] to 
be put upon such sinful alliances, if it 
allows its silence to seem itg approcal, 
if it withholds its power to conéemn in 
deference to a power to contribute, it 
need not think it strange that its in- 
fluenee for reform is go little regarded.”’ 

The committee recommends the passage 
of the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That Presbyterians are 
hereby enjoined to enforce the standards 
of our church, to hold to strict account 
all ministers under their care and to 
urge al] ministers to regard the comity 
that should refrain from Siving the sanc- 
tion of our church to the members of an- 
other church, whose marriage is jn viola- 
tion of the teachings of the church whose 
communion they have chosen.”’

He said that the Russian 
church {is an evangelical one. ‘‘The peo- 
ple do not take kindly to an American 
or an Englishman telling them what to 
do, and they look with suspicion upon 
an alliance,’’ said Dr. Matthews.

I have 
now been in the field for thirty years, 
and I feel that the cause is much far- 
ther advanced today than ever before.’’

Rev. V. Alberto Constabel, fraternal 
delegate to the convention from the 
Wallensian church of Italy, in an address 
before the assembly, safd in part: 

“There are ten. thousand priests and 
officials of the Roman Catholic church 
who are tired of the yoke of the papacy 
and are ready to withdraw. The days 
of the papacy are few, but we will not 
mourn over papacy.

New York, May 23.—The stock market 
today (‘relapsed into a’ condition of 
lethargy from which the spell of 
liquidation this week briefly awakened 
it.. Yesterday’s brisk recovery’ was due 


terest and the usual effect was seen 
today in the reduction of the buying 
necessities which a short interest in- 
volves. The demand was. so far cur- 
tailed that renewed attack on prices 
was invited, but this attempt “de- 
veloped the fact that support was be- 
ing accorded to some of the Influential 
stocks. Also there was no such liquid- 
ation induced by the decline in prices 
as was dislodged in the bear raids of 
Tuesday. Traders thus met with dis-| 
couraging factors in- whichever direc- 
tion they attempted to move prices. 
The attempts were practically aban- 
doned at times and the trading was in 
a condition of semi-stagnation, with a 
bareiy perceptible drift of prices. The 
downward tendency was renewed at 
the last. Some steadying effect was due 
to the reaction in the ‘wheat market, 
and to various reports of tmproved'con- 
ditions of the wheat crop; but there 
was nothing sufficiently conclusive in 
the news to overcome the situation 
about buying stocks for long accounts 
or for investment. Foreign. markets 
showed the same heavy and Inert con- 
ditions, and the same doubt over the 
investment situation seemed to be re- 
flected. Money conditions are harden- 
ing in London and $1,230,000 gold was 
shipped from there to Paris. Labor 
difficulties in the South African gold 
mines threaten some interruptions ‘to 
London’s gold supply. London also has 
lost control of the American exchange, 
and is unable to shift the Paris demand 
for gold on New: York. This may be 
due to the fact that Japanese funds 
withdrawn from London are remitted 
ta, this country in payment for railroad 
material and equipment. Paris con- 
tinued uneasy over the money outlook, 
although the Bank of France in its 
Weekly statement ‘today showed an ac- 
cretion of upward of $4,000,000 in gold 
holdings. 

The money market here was easy on 
the surface. This is due in part to 
the purpose of lenders to keep their 
funds in a form of loans which may 
be recalled readily. The condition of 
easy in call loans is regarded as a sign 
of the uncertain feeling over the money 
prospects. The: $54,000,000 Erie note 
issue was the latest addition to the 
capital. necessities of the railroads. 
Other issues are felt to be sure to come. 
_ New York Central was pointed at still 
in the current rumor as the most like- 
ly candidate fer the next issue of 
securities to be announced. The New 
York banks continue to gain on sub- 
treasury operations, and interior ex- 
changes indicate the continuance of the 
flow of currency toward New York. 
Some special shipments to Canada are 
being made, however, which may effect 
the showing of the next bank state- 
ment. Bankers keép up their interest 
in the question of withdrawal of gov- 
ernment deposits from the national 
banks in’ preparation for bond re- 
\demptiéns on July. 

It is held that such withdrawal might 
operate to prevent gold exports to 
France, and so keep resources avail- 
able for this market in case of need. 
The fall in foreign exchange, however, 
seems to have averted the present like- 
lihood of gold exports without this 
action by the treasury. The passage of 
the 2-cent fare bill at Albany was a 
factor in the weik closing of the mar- 
ket.
